Number of Apple 
Trees Declining 


No Shortage of Fruit Has 
Developed and Produc­ 
tion Increases. 


Forec a s t that remarkable growth is coming to the north­ 
west in the next 25 to 50 years with a guess that the present popu­ 
lation of 7,72a,OOO will grow to 16,763,960, is made by Howard 
Elliott, chairman of the Northern Pacific Railway Company, in 
the July issue of Review of Reviews. 
Mr. Elliott reviews the progress of the northwest and “dips 
into the future” in an article, “The Great Northwest.” He writes 
with authority since he has lived 33 years west of the Mississippi, 
was President of the Northern Pacific with headquarters at St. 
Paul from 1903 to 1913, and has had an active interest in rail­ 
roads serving the northwest since that time. 
The article is timed to appear while the National Education 
Association convention is in progress in Minneapolis. 
“The highest civilization can only come if there are good peo­ 
ple, good climate, good food, suitable raw materials, good transpor­ 
tation and communication, and an adequate supply of fuel and 
power,” Mr. Elliott wrote. 
“The Northwest has all of these. The people are good, aver­ 
age Americans, strong and virile, who are heart and soul for their 
states and towns. 
Since 1870 they have helped to build up this 
wonderful great northwest in which are many beautiful cities, 
thriving tow’ns, well built with modern conveniences, with com­ 
fortable homes equal to those in the older east. 
“They passed through a period when they experimented wit'n 
various political ideas, some radical— possibly socialistic— hut so 
did the people in many other parts of the country, and now they 
are as careful, conservative, and progressive as those living else­ 
where in the United States. 
“The climate is healthful and invigorating, and develops 
strong, healthy men, women and children. 
Mountains and plains, 
forests and prairies, are all found in the northwest. 
“Land at moderate prices is abundant, suitable for producing 
a diversity of crops, grains, grasses, fruits vegetables, poultry of 
all kinds, and with sufficient water and grass for the successful 
breeding and raising of livestock. 
Coal, oil, and natural gas are 
abundant. Approximately 50 per cent of all the water power re­ 
sources of the United States is in the northwest. 
Eventually, 
nearly as much water power can be developed there as in the res! 
of the country.” 
Mr. Elliott emphasized that half the timber supply of the na­ 
tion is in the northwest, that there is iron ore, lead, zinc, coal, and 
building stone and clays, and that there are unexcelled means of 
transportation by rail and good highways, with good schools and 
colleges, good churches and hospitals. 
The east anil northwest 
are interdependent, he said. 
“And each section needs the understanding and help of the 
other,” he wrote. 
“Great as has been the growth of the whole 
country and of the northwest, up to the present time, the* future 
will be even more important, and this northwest will take an ever­ 
increasing part in national and world affairs as the years roll by. 
“To take care of and to prepare for the growth that is com­ 
ing, larger and more powerful agencies of progress and efficient 
tools of commerce are l>eing developed all the time. 
There must 
be larger banks, greater mills, bigger manufacturing plants, more 
extensive and better coordinated railroad systems. 
There must 
be better training of men in the practice of all the arts and 
sciences, in business, and in education and social relations.” 
Discussing the proposed unification of the Northern Pacific 
m d the Great Northern, Mr. Elliott wrote that “there are some 
f/ho fail to see the importance of making a railroad system that 
will eliminate waste and become a most efficient service to the 
public, and they underestimate the benefits to be obtained in the 
long future by such elimination of waste.”

these persons “let temporary and local conditions blind them lo 
the large picture of national efficiency and economy with the ac­ 
cumulating benefits flowing therefrom which are increasingly 
helpful in our national economy.”

ELLIOTT VIEW S FUTURE W ITH OPTIMISM 


F o recast that remarkable growth is coming to the n o r th ­ 
west in the next 25 to 50 years with a guess that the present popu­ 
l a t e of 7,723,000 will grow to 16,753,960, is made by Howard 
Elliott, chairman of the Northern Pacific Railway Company, in 
the July issue of Review of Reviews. 
Mr. Elliott reviews the progress of the northwest and “dips 
into the future” in an article, “The Great Northwest.” 
He writes 
with authority since he has lived 33 years west of the Mississippi, 
was President of the Northern Pacific with headquarters at St. 
Paul from 1903 to 1913, and has had an active interest in rail­ 
roads serving the northwest since that time.

The article is timed to appear while the National Education 
Association convention is in progress in Minneapolis. 
“The highest civilization can only come if there are good peo­ 
ple, good climate, good food, suitable raw materials, good transpor­ 
tation and communication, and an adequate supply of fuel and 
power,” Mr. Elliott wrote. 
“The Northwest has all of these. 
The people are good, aver­ 
age Americans, strong and virile, who are heart and soul for their 
states and towns. 
Since 1870 they have helped to build up this 
wonderful great northwest in which are many beautiful cities, 
thriving towns, well built with modern conveniences, with com­ 
fortable homes equal to those in the older east

Calcium Arsenate Is 
Efficient for Bugs 


One of Best Poisons to Eradi­ 
cate Potato Beetle. 


Calcium arsenate, familiarly known 
as un efficient poison for the control 
of the cotton boll weevil, Is also one 
of the best poisons for the common 
potato bug or Colorado potato beetle. 
“Calcium arsonate Is the cheapest 
poison that potato growers can use at 
the present time for the control of the 
Colorado potato beetle,” says C. IL 
Rrannon, extension 
entomologist 
at 
the 
North 
Carolina 
State 
college. 
“Those who grow potatoes know that 
this Insect can completely destroy the 
plants In a short while lf no control 
measure 
is u«cd« 
Calcium arsenate 
may Ive u**-d either as a ilu-t or tis a 
spray and Is absolutely effective lf 
properly applied." 
In using the material as a dust, Mr. 
Brannon 
advises 
that 
the 
potato 
plants lie covered well. 
The amount 
to use will depend on the slat of the 
plants and the material may be ap­ 
plied satisfactorily lf lite regular cot­ 
ton duster* are used. 
There Is little 
danger of burning the foliage, but too 
much poison should not be used for 
the sake of economy. 
Recent te-ts 
allow that good control Is secured hy 
this method of poisoning. 
However, 
it should he kept In mind that the ar­ 
senate is not a control for plant dis­ 
eases hut for insects alone. 
If desired, a spray may be made 
by using two pounds of the calcium 
arsenate to 50 gallons of water. 
For 
tim grower with only a small acreage, 
a spray may lie prepared by using ten 
tablespoonfuls to three gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
In any event, the applications of 
either dust or spray should he started 
as soon as the beetles appear in num­ 
bers and should he continued Ju^t us 
often as the littles become numerous

Altering Certificates 
Cautioning shippers of hay against 
altering shipping point Inspection cer­ 
tificates 
Issued 
under 
the 
federal- 
state flay Inspection service, either by 
erasure ni addition, or In any other 
manner, the United States Department 
of Agriculture has Just published the 
following facts In a recent case of 
this kind. 
A federal-stntes Inspector Inspected 
a lot of about twelve tons of hay on 
a farm for which he issued a cert Id­ 
eate, grading the hay U. S. No. 2 Tim­ 
othy. The shipper subsequently shipped 
a carload of hay to Chicago, and In­ 
serted on the inspection certificate 
the number of the car, thus making 
It appear that the hay had been In­ 
spected In Ute car. 
Examination of the hay upon arrival 
at destination disclosed that it graded 
variously U. S. No. 8 Timothy Clover 
Mitred; U. S. No. 2 Timothy; Threshed 
Timothy (not hay), and U. S. Sample 
grade Timothy (badly stained, musty). 
This seemed to Indicate that there 
was some hay in the barn which had 
I not 
boen 
Inspected 
and 
had 
been 
either negligently or Improperly mixed 
,with (he inspected lot and loaded lu 
the car. 
In any case, the department points 
out, the addition of the car number 
on the certificate was improper as it 
Imported that the hay had been In­ 
spected in the car, which was not the

Fireproof Bams to Cut 
Immense Farm Fire Loss 
Savings of thousands of dollars In 
buildings nnd valuable cattle herds 
destroyed every year In the United 
States by disastrous fires may fie ac­ 
complished in 
ii few years by means 
of the fireproof barn, described iii Hie 
Farm mid Fireside Magazine. 
“Ancestral hams that can lie passed 
on from father to son and on to the 
next generation” are likely as a result 
of successful construction of such a 
fireproof barn at the Iowa State college* 
experiment station, says tin* magazine. 
"If this tyi»e of hum proves as *uc- 
cessful as it now appears to lie It 
will bo possible to do tills thin:' nf 
an expense not exceeding the cost of 
frame construction by more than 25 
to 50 per cent,” It continues.

new type of barn Is called a masonry 
arch burn, which, as the name re­ 
veals, is made entirely of masonry mid 
with the upper story In Hie form of 
an arch.

The amount

Savings of thousands of dollars Iii 
buildings and 
valuable cattle herds 
destroyed every year in the United 
States by disastrous fires may lie ac­ 
complished in a few years by means 
of the fireproof barn, described in the 
Farm and Fireside Magazine. 
"Ancestral barns that can be passed 
on from father to son and on to the 
next generation” are likely as a result 
of successful construction of such a 
fireproof barn at the Iowa State college 
experiment station, soys the magazine.
